agsist business conditions here and 
established a gTeater channe! of com- 
merce by the interchange of com- 
modities between Alberta and British 
Columbia coam points. 

* President Malkin, of the Vancouver 
Board of Trade deciared that the fear 
entertained locally that coast jobbers 
would invade Alberta was an absolute 
myth. A reduction in freight rates, 
he asserted, would not In any manner 
mean a stimulation of the ‘business 
of British Columbia jobbers in points 
new served by jobbers of Alberta. 

Manager Evans, of the Dominion 
Canners, B. C. Limited, also asserted 
a reduction in British Columbia's 
rates could only have the, effect of 
increasing lusiness between Alberta 
and British Columbia. 

The Early Stadon 

With five applications on tha 
acenda, including the now celebrated 
apptication of the Attorney General 
of British Columbia for a reduction in 
WC, freight tariffs, the jon of the 
Board of Rallway , misioners 
opened in the Edmonton court house 
at 10 o'clock Wednesday moruing and 
after an adjournment for lun was 
continued througbout the afterngon.
